derſully afraid. Ind as the vie of Germany is, that wherſoener a maſm 


entreth, the god man of the houſe muſt feaſt them: ( when theſemaſ- 
kers were ſet to their banket, they ſeemed againe in their loꝛmer ſhape 
with beads, inlomuch that they were all knowne what they were; and 
bauing ſat and well eat xdzunke, Doctoꝛ Fauſtus made that euerie one

The Butler, 
that hadhelde himſelle by the hand vpon the ome ſr e all the night, 
was almoſt frozen with colde, eſpying the day, and the tree of ſo 

buge greathigbnes , thought with himſelle it is vnpoſſible to come off 
this tree without perill ol death: at length he eſpied certaine clownes 
which were palling by be cried, lo the lou of God helpe me down, the 
clownes ſeeing him ſo high, wondzed what mad man would cine to ſo

his eyes, in another his teth, a pittifulle fearfull ſight to behold. Then 
began the Students to waile and weepe fo2 him, and ſought foꝛ his bo- 
die in many places: laſtly they came infotheyard , where they found 
his body lying on the hoꝛſe dung moſtmonſtrouſly toꝛne, x full to 
behold, foꝛ his head and all his ioynts were daſhed in peetes. 

The fozenamed Students and Makers that were at his death, haue 
obtatned ſo much, that they buried hym in the village where he was ſo 
greenoullp tozmented. Alter the which, they returned to Wettenberg, 
and comming inta the honle of Fauſtus, thepyfound tbe ſeruant of Fau- 
ſtus very ſad, vnto whomtheyo pened all the matter, who tooke it ex- 
tœding heautly. There fo 
noted and of him waſten,as is befaze declared, all ſaue oneip his end, the 
which was after by the ſtudentsthereto annexed: further, what his 
ſeruant had noted thereof, was made in an otber booke. And pou haue 
beard that he held by him in bis life the ſpirit of faire Helena, p which 
had by bim one Sonne, the which he named Iuſtus Fav ſtus . encn the 
ſame day ol his death they vaniſhed away, both mother and ſonne. The 
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
